WORLDS IN THE MAKING. 


What Is Taking Place In tha Graal 
Nebula In Andromeda. 
• 
We look today on the things of a 
century, a millennium, ago. IJgh t trav. 
ding a t the rate of 186,300 miles a sec­ 
ond requires more than four years to 
come from the nearest star, perhaps 
thousands anil tens of thousands of 
years from the farthest; lienee in every 
case they are not what is, but what 
was. 
Thousands of nebulae have been dis­ 
covered in the heavens. The spiral pat­ 
tern of some few nebulae has long 
been confirmation of the theory that 
they are the reul beginners of a solar 
system. 
But there has recently come 
in much evidence of tho spiral charac­ 
ter of other nebulae that the conclu­ 
sion seems forced upon us that practi­ 
cally all are in a state of rotation and 
are hence supplying the centrifugal 
force to throw’ off the rings which roll 
themselves up into planets revolving 
about central suns. 
When opportunity is given to look di­ 
rectly down upon a nebula there re­ 
sults startling evidence of its being 
in rotation. 
There is no other way of 
explaining its remarkable details of 
structure. Some look like the p ro file r 
blades of a motorboat; some are actu­ 
ally caught in the act of throwing off 
rings which are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel around 
their suns. 
The great nebula in An­ 
dromeda gives striking evidence thut it 
is working out another and a greater 
solar system than our own. 
Iii short, it seems that ii) studying 
the nebulae we are being admitted to 
Hie very workshop of tile universe and 
are i<erinfttecl to watch the actual proc­ 
ess of turning out worlds. 
Nothing In 
(lie heavens is bet ter fitted to till the 
very soul with awe. 
As iii the case of 
the “fixed stars,” our lives are too 
brief, too feeble our eyes, to detect the 
actual motion.—Frederick Campbell's

“The w ar correspondent does not buy 
himself a motor, l»ecause if he did he 
would not be allowed to use it. All he 
buys himself ii a railway ticket When 
it comes to motoring he is packed with 
an assortm ent of fellow correspondents 
into military autos specially anigued 
by the army authorities. 
"He docs not buy a shelter tent or a 
sleeping bag, because a t a certain 
scheduled hour every evening the staff 
officer who has him and his colleagues 
in tow will lead him into an excellent 
hotel In some large tow n or other and 
assign him to a comfortable bedroom 
engaged ahead. 
lie does not buy can­ 
ned provisions, because before going to 
bed the officer buys him an appetizing 
dinner, follows it up with a good break­ 
fast the next morning ami at lunch 
time introduces him to a courteous 
general or ut a pinch to another hotel 
keeper, by one or the other of whom he 
ii supplied with a prearranged aud ex 
cedent lunch. 
“He does not buy a revolver, because 
it would Is* gently but firmly taken 
away from him lf he did. 
“ If tie Is sensible he docs not even 
buy himself binoculars, for the officers 
by whom he will find himself uninter­ 
ruptedly accompanied will be glad to 
let him use theirs, and, though he may 
not look so picturesque without them. 
he will I** much more comfortable if 
he has any bands and knees w ork to do.
